USE - The peptides and nucleic acids are useful for determining the presence of or 
predisposition to, or preventing or treating pathological conditions associated 
with an ORFX-associated disorder (claimed) . The antibodies may also be used in 
screening methods. The nucleic acids can be used to express ORFX proteins in gene 
therapy vectors. The peptides and nucleic acids may be used to treat cancers, 
proliferative disorders (e.g. cirrhosis or the liver, scarring and psoriasis), 
neurodegenerative disorders (e.g. Parkinson's disease, Alzheimer's disease, 
Huntington's disease and epilepsy), osteoarthritis, graft vs host disease, 
cardiovascular disease (e.g. thrombosis, hemorrhage, and ischemic heart disease), 
diabetes mellitus, hypertension, hypothyroidism, cholesterol ester storage, 
systemic lupus erythmatosis , severe combined immunodeficiency (SCID) , AIDS, viral, 
bacterial or fungal infection, malaria, autoimmune disorders (e.g. multiple 
sclerosis, rheumatoid arthritis, autoimmune thyroiditis and myasthenia gravis), 
asthma, allergies, aplasic anemia, nocturnal hemoglobinuria, burns, wounds, bone 
and cartilage damage, antiinflammatory disease (e.g. inflammatory bowel disease), 
to enhance coagulation (e.g. after trauma and in hemophilia), or inhibit thrombosis 
(e.g. when treating stokes) and as a contraceptive, used. 
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
